LOs ANGELES, Cal, Oct. 22.—A frightful ex- 
plosion attended the Columbus Day celebra- 
tion last night. Alarge number of people, 
including many children, had crowded 
around the spot where preparations were 
being made to explode a piece of six-inch gas 

- pipe loaded with powder. The contrivance 
®xploded prematurely and caused dreadful 
‘havoc. 

The confusion which followed was so great 
it was almost impossible to learn the full ex- 
tent of the disaster. Seven persons whose 
Names are known were killed outright or 
Teceived injuries from which they died soon 
afterwards. Besides these it is believed that 
m least five others were killed or fatally in- 
jured and a number of others were seriously 
injured. One man named Theodore Rapp 
Was standing near by holding his two little 
Gaughtersby the hands. Both girls were in-

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CARPENTERS’ SCALE IN EVIDENCE. | 


An Interesting Laber Trial in Justice 
Kane’s Court. ba 

A suit was tried in Justice Kane’s Cour 
yesterday, which hasa deep interest for all 
trades’ unionists. The plaintiffs ’ were 
two carpenters named Switzer and 
Miller, and the defendant a _ builder 


named Thos. Roach. The testimony revealed 
that the plaintiffs were members ofthe Car.- 
penters’ Union No. 4, and that they had 
worked two days and a half 
for Roach, without having made any 
stipulation as to fthe wages. #4 W ben 
the time for a settlement came they were 
paid offatthe rate of 374¢ cents an hour, 
whereas the union rate is 40 cents an hour. 
The result was a difference of 50 cents 
between what the men did receive and 
what they should have received 
according to the union scale. They sued 
Roachin Justice Kane’s court, and at the 
trial Roach introduced eight boss carpenters 
to prove his plea that 3742 cents 
per hour was the higest fg- 
ure given to good carpenters. The 
plaintiffs on their part offered the union 
scale of 40 cents an hour as evidence and on 
this showing they were given a judgment for 
the fullamount. The defendant took an ap- 
peal, and the case will be sentto the Circuit 
Court. John B. Dempsey appeared for the 
union and Thomas Rowe for the defendant. 


LABOR NEWS. 


Carnegie Ofticials and Strikers Coming to 
Terms. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.—Notwithstanding 
yesterday was a holiday and all business 
suspended inthe general offices of the Car- 
negie Steel Co., Messrs. Frick, Leishman 
and other officials of the company met in 
conference with a delegation of prominent 
businessmen from Beaver Falls, and negotia- 


tions for a resumption of work in the Carnegie 
plant at Beaver Falls took ona more business- 
like form. The Beaver Falls men told the 
firm that they were authorized by the mento 
Say that they were ready to return to work 
on the terms on which they were working at 
the time of the strike. The committee 
guaranteed the company absolute protection 
to property and employes ifthey would re- 
sume. 

The Carnegie officials tol4 the committee 
that they were not particularabout resuming 
operations and that they were seriously con- 
Sidering the advisability of movingthe mill 
to Duquense. Under nocircumstances, they 
said, would they, make a fight to start the 
mill. The officials rnally told the committee 
thet they would probably put the works in 
operation providing they were assured 
of the sincerety of the men in their request 
to return to their old jobs. If the men will 
say that they willreturn and put their re- 
quest in some tangible written form itis prob- 
able that the mill will be going within a few 
days, but the company emphasize the fact 
that they will make no move in the matter if 
thereisafightinit. It is not demanded that 
the Amalgamated Association be recognized 
intho resumption of operations, and the 
company say they will considerno written 
proposition of which that is a condition. 

Beginning with to-morrow, all persons oc- 
cupying cots, eitherin Carnegie mill, or tn 
cottages, shall be charged 50 cents a week. 
This ends the free board arrangement, and 
the usua! reiations between the company and 
its employes will be inaugurated. 


ARRANGING A SETILEMENT. 
GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 22.—C. O. Wheeler, 
General Manager of the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fe road, left for Chicago this morning 
for the purpose of attending the conference

say and the Grievance Committee relative to 
the telegraphers’ strike on the system. The 
committee ieft for Chicago after ordering the 
striking telegraphers. toresume thetr posts 
onthe same conditions as existed prior to 
the strike. It is expected that the confér- 
ence to be held in Chicago Monday will result 
in an amicable adjustment of differences. 


SUSPENDED PUBLICATION. 
VANCOUVER, British Columbia, Oct. 22.— 
All the newspapers in this city have sus- 
pended publication temporarily in conse- 
quence of an arbitrary demand on the part 
ofthe printers for an increaseof wages. ‘The 
publishers are willing to pay the union price 
hitherto in vogue, but claim the right to run 
the office, counting-room and editorial de- 
partments. This, they claim, the new union 
scale practically prohibits. Consequently 

the strike on the part of the printers. 


FIRES. 


Destructive Blaze in the Business Center 
of Hamburg. 


HAMBURG, Oct. 22.—A fire broke out at an 
early hour this morning in the Hamburg- 
American Packet Co.’s warehouse, situated 
in the Kleine Grasbrook quarter of the city. 
Firemen were promptly at the scene, but 
despite theireffortsthe building was com- 
pletely gutted. The warehouse contained a 
great quantity of inflammable material, and 


the oils, etc., made such an extremely hot 
fire that it was very dangerous to approach 
closely tothe burning structure. After the 
fire had been burning for some time one of 
the walls of the warehouse was seen to be 
tottering, and almost immediately after- 
ward it fell with a tremendous crash upon an 
adjoining boller-house, smashing it to atoms 
and destroying a large boiler. The chemical 
works of the St. Hamerneack Co., which 
stood close to the warehouse, wasalso badly 
damaged by the fallingwall. A numberof 
firemen who were working close to the wall 
saw it swaying and started to ran to places 
of safety. They were not quick enough, 
however, and several of them were struck by 
flying bricks and quite badly hurt. The 
director of the fire brigade was among those 
thus injured. The loss is. placed at 2,000;000 
marks ($500,000). " 

Several vessels loading and discharging 
were lying alongside the wharf when the fire 
broke out. Their crews, assisted by men 
ashore, hurriedly cast off their lines when 
they found that there was danger of the 
flames spreading to the vessels. ‘Tow boats 
hastened to the scene and took the endan- 
gered craft to places of safety. 


BLAZING FORESTS. 

ATLANTIC City, N. J., Oct. 22.—A flerce for- 
est fire is raging about Rega, a small village 
near Pleasantville. The farmers have 
ploughed up the ground about their houses, 
hoping to stop the progress of the flames, 
which have come to within dangerous prox- 
imity- Much lumber and valuable cranberry 
bogs have been badly damaged, 


STABLE BURMED. 
NEVADA, Mo,, Oct. 22.—A destructive fire 
visited the temporary canvas stables at 
Stotesbury, on the Kansas City, Nevada & 
Fort Smith road, destroying it. Twenty 
horse s were injured by the fire. Loss esti- 
mated at severa! thousand dollars.

Opening of State Buildings at the 
Columbian Exposition. 


New York Dedicates Her World’s Fair 
Structure. 


GOV, FLOWER THE ELOQUENT ORATOR 
OF THE OCCASION. 


Chauncy M. Depew Makes a Preliminary 
PresentationSpeech-- Archbishop Corri- 
gan’s Address a Finished Effort— 
Reviews the Work ofthe Wesk Chicago 
With Satisfaction—The White City Re- 
sounds With Oratory. 


CuicaGco, Ill., Oct. 22.—The beautiful 
structure on the World’s Fair grounds 
erected by the commonwealth of New York 
as a State rendezvous, and in which the sons 
and daugiters of the Empire State will 
gather together day after day for six months 
of next year to renew old acquaintances and 
swap stories,and in which many a family 
separated by the throng will be happily re- 
united, was formally dedicated to-day with 
imposing ceremonies. Not only the visiting 
sons and daughters of the great common- 
wealth, but also hundreds of those who first 
saw the light of day within her boundaries, 
but whose lines have been cast in other 
States, turned out, imbued with patriotic 
impulses to give eclat to the occasion. 
Asa prelude tothe exercises there was a 
procession from the Auditorium Hotel, the 
local society of the Sons of New York acting 
as an escort to the visitors from abroad, and 
who included Gov. Flower, Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, Chauncey M. Depew, W. H. McElroy 
of New York. Director-General George R. 
Davis, representing the Exposition author- 
ities. At the grounds a large concourse of 
people who had traveled by train and cable 
car were assembled, and fell in with the 
procession. A very elaborate programme 
had been prepared. The exercises opened 
with the rendition of **America’’ by 
the -orchestra and after whieh prayer 
was offered Dy Rev. S. J. McPherson 
of this city and formerly of New York. De- 
spite the labors involved in preparation and 
delivery of his dedication oration, Mr, Depew 
had consented to make theinformal assign- 
ment of the bullding to Exposition uses, and 
he performed the duty ina brief, but happy, 
address, 

DEPEW’S ADDRESS. 


Gov. FLOWER, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN—Flor- 
once of the middle ages, in the splendor of her art, 
the extent of her learning. the spread of her com- 
merce and the liberty of hercitizens was the elec- 
tric light which illuminated a century that had been 
shrouded in inteliectual and spiritual darkness. The 
enterprise ef her merchants and the andacity of her 
sailors had penetrated so far bevond what was known 
of the surface of the earth as to indicate vague possi- 
bilities across the seas. 

lorénce of the medici created the conditions 
which made possible our Columbus. Itis eminently 
fitting that New York,in selecting the model for 
her building at this great exhibition should have 
looked to Florence for her lesson and that 
her structure should express the best ideals of the 
renaissance. New York stands to the American con- 
tinent iu much the same position as did Florence to 
Kurope in the fifteenth century, ouly her leadership 
is more difficult and more constantly contested. It 
was not very hard to bs first wheno all 
was ignorance, superstition and despotisin. 
But in our republic, culture and Jearn- 
ing, commercial activitv and all which 
constitutes the pride of cities aud the power of 
States are sO universally distributed amoug com- 
monweaiths which form our nation, that to be the 
leaderamong such cplendid examples of progress 
and development is indeed a rare distinction. Our 
metropolis is the center of the intellectual, the ar- 
tistic, the finencial and the industrial activities of 
the New World. Our State justifies her imperial 
title by continuing to be greatest in population, in 
manufactures, in agriculture and incommerce. We 
have already shown our appreciation of the great 
discovery andthe discoverer By the splendid pa- 
geant which filled our harbor and our streets 
during the past week. The parade of the school 
children illustrated the unequaled blessing of civil 
and religious jiberty. It demonstrated the cordial- 
ity of our hospitality to the exile from foreign Jands 
and the absorbing and assimiiating power of our in- 
stitutions. TheJew and the Gentile, the Catholic 
and the Protestant of every shade of 
creed, the atheist and the infidel, the agnostic and 
the pagan receiving free education from the State. 
marching undertho same flag, keeping step to the 
same music, the flag of the Republic and the music 
of the Union, demonstrated the beneticial infia- 
ences of American liberty. They were prophetic 
of the perpetuity of institutions founded upon 
just and cquail laws.

GOV. FLOWER’S ADDRESS. 


In opening his address Gov. Flower said 
that he was speaking for the citizens of New 
York, to give ex ssion to the interest the 
people of the Empire State feit In the great 
national undertaking. He was proud of the 
honor and as executive of the greatest State 
ofthe union he, in behalf of that State, ex- 
tended his message Of greeting and God speed 
tothe promoters Of 80 praiseworthy a na- 
tional celebration. New York was the glad- 
dest participant tn the exhibition of the mar - 
velous growth and development of the New 

Vorid, : 

New York had wanted the exhibition, but 
failing to get it, herinterest was intense in 
joining hands with Hiinols to promote the 
common glory of the country. 

The earliest settlement by white men 
within the present limits of the State of New 
York was a trading tatthe southern end 
of Manhattan Island, From that beginning 
had grown the greatest city of the continent, 
and the site of the first rude log cabin built 
by adventurous Hollanders, was to-day the 
very kernel of the Gommercial metropolis of 

he union. ; 

The center of population was eighteen 
Miles west of Baltimore inthe yeari800. In 
1890 it was twenty miles east of Columbus, 
Ind. But the heart that kept the life biood of 
commerce circulating through the veins and 
arteries of this great Republic was where it 
was whenthe years of American progress 
were few and where it would be when they 
are counted by centuries. 

New York owed much to the development 
of the great West, bat that development also 
owed much to New York. When the Amgri- 
can colonies were buta fringe of sparéely 
peopled communities stretched along the 
Atlantic seaboard, there, were provinces for 
which a greater future might have been 
predicted than for New York and cities 
that bade fair to lead in the 
race for wealth the hustling port of the 
Hudson. But when the colonies had become 
self-supporting States and the tide of migra- 
ticn began to pass beyond the mountain bar- 
rier and overfiow into the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, the future greatness of New York 
was assured. it was within her borders that 
the first scheme of colonial union had been 
formulated, and there also had assembled 
the first Provincial Congress to prepare the 
ground for the fair edifice of American Iib- 
erty. The first State constitutionof New 
York had been universally accorded the very 
highest rank among the written instruments 
of human freedom. The Erie canal 
constructed by New York had rendered 
possible and profitable the’ _—settie- 
ment of the Valley of the Ohio and the pro- 
cess of Western competition, which was then 
begun, had ended by making it unprofitable 
to pursue the course of crops and husbandry 
on which New Yorkers throve sixty years 
ago. Nevertheless, New York would be able 
to demonstrate to the world at the Colum- 
bian Exposition that her agricultural pro- 
ducts were greater in quantity and more 
varied in kind than those of any State in the 
Union, 

After reviewing the resources of New York, 
her financial greatness, her schools, art and 
natural products, he concluded: 

‘*I count ita pride and privilege to dedt- 
cate, as I do now, bythe prerogative of my 
office, this fair structure to the reception and 
convenience of New Yorkers visiting the fair, 
and to the entertainment of all to whom the 
State may exten@its hospitality. Our State 
building stands for some of the noblest ideals 
that commerce evo? fostered or civic pride 
ever maintained, ahd it is, therefore, a most 
fitting representation of the invisible pres- 
ence of New York at the approaching Con- 
gress of nations. 

‘*Yo that gathering New York will come, 
bringing the best she has, whether of the 
bounty of nature or the art of man.’’ 

When the address was concluded Arch- 
bisbop Corrigan was presented, and as the 
noted ecclesiastic stepped forward there was 
a burst of cheeringand wavingof handKer- 
chiefs, The Archbishop’s address was an 
eloquent effort. 

ARCHNISHOP CORRIGAN’S ADDRESS, 

The scientist appears in this, that in the domain of 
nature and positive fact Columbus took nothing for 
granted. The persistent opposition of the most 
erudite professors of the day did not discourage 
him. While he bowed reverently tothe teachings 
of the faith, he brushed away as cobwebs certain in- 
terpretations of scripture more fanciful than real 
and calmly maintained that the word of God can not 
be in conflict with scientific truths, 

As a scientist, again, he was conscious of the 

randeur and the untold promise of his discovery. 

ie recognized, to use the phrase of Voltaire, ‘*That 
he was doubling creation.’’ Thus, writing to Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella, after his arrest by Bobadilla, he 
says: 

The lands which here obey your Highnesses are 
more extensive and richer than all christendom put 
together.’’ 

In 1800 he wrote Dona Juame Della Torre: 

‘Through the divine wiil I have placed already 
under the dominion of our Lord’s King and Queen 
another world, whereby Spain, that was povor, is 
now inade exceedingly rich.’’ 

His centemporaries of tien used similar language, 
speaking explicitly of the new world as Harissee’s 
Columbian bibliography avundantly iliustrates. A 
man of suchcaliber is no mere adventurer nor a 
buecaneer. Theresultsof the studies vu? a lifetime 
cannot be accounted asimple stroke of good luck or 
a *‘*sublime blunder.’’ 

And now let us consider our hero as exemplifying 
hisname. Inthe cathedrals of Spain, as you enter 
the vast ttals you generally find painted onthe 
walls a colossal pictare of St. Christopher, at times, 
some 30 feet high, as for instance in the cathedral of 
Sevilhe. For some unexplaine) reason the old Span- 
iards were very fona of this subject. Columbus must 
often have gazed upon such representations. 
At all events, the project of bearing Christ over the 
waters sank deeply inte his heart. Time and again 
he aliudes to itas the main object of his reseazches 
and the aim of hislabors. Other metives of action 
undoubtedly he had: but they were a means to an 
end. Hisdiary opens with an avowal of his grand 
purpose. The record ofthe great discovery is ac- 
companied with a similar declaration; and in various 
other passages of his journal the same project ap- 
pears, like a domirant note in music always present 
~ e composer’s mind, even though not always 

eard, 

Again, can the historian assign another motive so 

owerful as this for the deep interest of the prior of 

saRabida of the various Franciscan and Dominican 
friars, as well as of the great Cardinal of Spain, who 
so earnestly pleaded Columbus’ cause before the 
Spanish savereigns. 

Moreover, may we not reasonably assume that the 
great navigator, after all, was a willing instrument 
in the hands of God. 

Unexpected resources came so often in the history 
of Columbus that we cannot but conclude that the 
Lord, for hisown wise purpose, was with nim, and 
teed not for his own sake alone, but for ours as 


ell. 

And if the Lord had mercy for the sake of the 
thousands and millions who are to serve him. not 
only in this glorious republic, but throughout the 
length and breadth of America, may we not rever- 
entiy repeat the Admiral’s prayer: **Oh, Lord, 
eternal and almighty God, who by tny holy word 
didst create the heavens, the landand the sea, hal- 
lowed and gloritied be thy name; praised be thy 
majesty, which has vouchsafed to suffer thy holy 
name by the work of thy humble servant to be made 
known and proclsimed in this new pars of the 
world.*’ 

The dedication poem by Wm. H. McElroy, 
and music by Sousa’s Marine Band success- 
fully brought the dedication toa close.

AN ELOQUENT ADDRESS. 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND BEFORE THE WORLD’S 
FAIR AUXILIARY. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 22.—The meeting of the 
Congress Auxiliary to the World’s Fair last 
night was addressed by Archbishop Irelandj 
The eminent churchman opened his remarks 


by saying: 

‘*The greatest of things is mind. Mind, 
conscious, intelligent, potent to put into 
action thought and wish, differeitiates itseif 
absolutely from matter, rises above it to im- 
measurable heights, dominates and moves 
the unthinking world. Mind is the causative 
powerin all orderly results. Without it, 
there is nothing, or there is aimless move- 
ment and chaos. The universe 
is the product of the supreme mind— 
God increate. Within the universe 
there is created mind—man. “Whatever, out- 
side the workings of the First Cause, comes 
in the universe of beauty, goudness and prog- 
ress, comes through man, He 1s, within the 
limits of God’s creation, a second creator. 
The manifestations of mind in men are or 
varied measures. The Gegreeof mind lifts 
man above man; the higher the mind the 
greater and nobler the man.’’ 

Alter recounting the purposes of the Auxil- 
iary Congress and its relatipns to thie Worid’s 
Fair, he continued: 

‘*tnhere is danger lest expositions—where 
allis wood and marble, gold and silver, ma- 
chinery and cereals; where matter alone 
feasts the eye and speaks to the soul—silently 
teach false lessons of progress, Allis well 
with the world, it might seem, (f matter is 
improved. Men seek matter and admire 
matter. Matter, then, is the all-important. 
The tendency of the timesfs already more 
materialistic than its well-wishers: desire. 
Nothing should be done to accelerate it. 
There is need to repeat aloud the poet’s 
warning: 

Til fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay. 

‘*This is the mission ofthe congress auxil- 
lary. it will put into the foreground man, as 
the chief factor and first fruit of civilization 
and progress; its programmes of studies will 
bring out in clearest ight bis grandeur and 
final destiny. 

‘*Religion is at homeamid parliaments of 
men working for progréessin men, There is 
no progress deserving the name where no 
provision exists for the growth of man’s 
spiritual nature. Nor can laborers in the 
held of progress afford to overlook the pow- 
erful aid which comes from religion to prog- 
ress in the moral and social spheres. 
Without God’s love inspiring and 
Goa’s justice rewarding, men’s hearts 
are warped 


enemy of the spirit of sacrifice and of self 
control, from which springs all moral and 
social progress, Is the cold positivism which 
unbelief seeks{o substitute for the religion 
ofaliving God. Positivism is despair and 
practical pessimism. England’s lamented 
laureate wrote lines Of which all feel the 
trath:

LOOKING BACKWARD. 


CHICAGO VIEWS WITH SATISFACTION THE 
WEEK’S EVENTS. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Yesterday’s exercises in 
the main building of Jackson Park formed 
the culmination of the dedication week cere- 
montes, and to-day the seattered ends of the 
programme were all that remained to be 
gathered up. The military parade, which 
upon the earnest solicitation of the citizens 
had been promised for to-day was at the last 
moment abandoned,and the soldiers who 
came here to attend the dedicatory services 
went back to their homes without having 
seen the city, or having given the 


citizens an opportunity to see them march. 
This conclusion was reached for reasons 
more or less satisfactory, and caused great 
disappointment to those who had all along 
insisted that there should be a military 
parade in the downtown district. To-day, 
however, the World’s Fair Grounds were 
thrown orento all comers, and thousands 
who had not received tickets to yesterday’s 
exercises availed themselves of the opportu- 
nity to inspect the buildings. They added 
largely to theassemblages at the various 
State bulldings where dedicatory exercises 
were held, and listened to the orators from 
New York, Ohio and other commonwealths 
who addressed them. The National Commis- 
sion hela a meeting at 100’clock this morn- 
ing and transacted some routine business, 
and at the same time the Board of Lady Man- 
gers gathered in Central Music Hall and dls- 
os the’work to be done in the immediate 
uture. 

The greater number of the visitors, how- 
ever, began leaving the city last night, and 
all day to-day the outgoing trains were 
loaded with departing guests. Nearly all the 
soldiery, both regulars and militia, went 
away in the forenoon, and the majority of 
the visitors from a distance were well on 
their homeward journey before the 
ended. 

Looking back upon the events of the week, 
the review is most gratifying. The weather 
throughout was most propitious, the air 
being just cool enough to make outdoor ex- 
ercises agreeable and not too uncomfortable 
for onlookers. At the same time there was 
no hitch in the proceedings, and in many 
cases where apprehensions were felt of pos- 
sible shortcomings, the actual results far 
exceeded the most sanguine expectations. 
Insucha multitude as had gathered some 
casualties were, of course,to be expected, 
but a glance at the police reports shows that 
the accidents to lifeand limb were surpris- 
ingly few innumberand in nearly all cases 
were due to the carelessness or foolhardiness 
of the individuals themselves rather than any 
defect in the arrangements for handling the 
crowd, Altogether Chicago may fairly con- 
gratulate herself upon rising to the occasion, 
and the mannerin which Dedication Week 

assed is a guarantee of the success of the 
cxposition itself when it shall be fairly 
opened,

Commissioner Southard at Outs, 


THE LIE PASSES BETWEEN THE TWO 
CITY OFFICIALS. 


Southara’s Reflectious on Murphy’s Way 
cf Running His Department the Cause 
of the Trouble—What Both Gentlemen 
Say—Some Prospsct That « Fight May 
Resuit. 


Unless conciliatory meéasures are soon 
adopted there !s a lively prospect that either 
the Street Commissioner will be used as a 
mop toclean up a limited portion of the 
streets which he supervises or the tewer 
Commissioner will be compelled to take a 
bath in the sweet scented waters of the pride 
of his heart, the Mill Creek sewer. In other 
words war has been declared by the heads of 
these two departments against each other, 
The ‘‘reply courteous’’ has been abandoned 
andthe ‘‘ile direct’’ has passed between 
these two high city officials, There is 
an ‘‘if’’ in the controveisy, however 
which may actas the great peacemaker, 
Commissioner Southard, hot from an en- 
counter with Mr. F. W, Mottata meeting of 
property owners in Carondelet last Wednes- 
day night, which resulted in Mr. Mott with- 
drawing his name from Mr. Southard’s offi- 
cial bond, met a newpaper man the 
folowing day, and in the course of conversa- 
tion said, so the newspaper man alleges, 
that the appropriation for the Sewer Depart- 
ment had about run out, and that unless an 
additional appropriation was made he would 
suspend évery clerk and employe of the de- 
partment and shut up his office. 

Mr. Southard is further alleged to have} 
said, on that occasion, that he was not going 
to run his department. like the Street Com- 
missioner did his—thatis, to certify up ac- 
counts for wages, whether there was any 
money or notin the city treasury for that 
purpose, and depend upona future appro- 
priation to help him out of the difficulty. 

MURPHY GIVES THE LIE. 

Upon hearing this Maj. Murphy put on his 
riding boots and spurs and incidentally re- 
marked thatif Mr. Southard had made the 
remark as published, that he was accus- 
tomed to run the affairs of the Street Depart- 
iment in the manner Intimated, that Mr. 
Southard had, to put it mildly, Ned. ‘*if’’ 
he had made such a remark he would 
further insist’ upon Mr. Southard publishing 
a card in which he shoulddeny having made 
the assertion, or take the consequences. 

A message to this effect was communicated 
to Mr. Southardand that gentleman stated 
that ‘‘if’’ he had made any such re- 
mark, he did not propose to make 
a newspaper controversy of the matter, but 
it could be settled personally by Maj. Murphy 
and uimself. 

TO a Post-DIsPpATCH reporter Mr. Southard 
states his side of the eoeny as fullows: 

‘*] met a newspaper man T mts last and 
we had some conversation ut the 
matter of the apres yriation rennin out in 
my department, an may have said thatl 
was not going to run things lke Murphy did 
in liis department, But my impression now 
is that I said 1 was not gving to run things in 
iny department: like they were run in some 
other departments.

‘*What about the newspaper card?’’ 

‘‘Oh, a reporter wasin here and I told him 
Ididn’tknow that I had made the remark 
that got Murphy hot, but if! had I was not 
goingto publish any newspaper card. I’ 
be a fine duck, wouldn’t I, 
have a newspaper at one e 
of me and Murphy at .the other. No, sii. 
Murphy has his recourse outside of the news- 
papers anditis a personal matter. between 

us. 


Maj. Murphy stated inthe presence of the 
reporter that the statement made by Mr. 
Southard was a He, but ha: no opportunity 
to explain w hat course he would 
pursue in the matter, as he was 
called tothe Mayor’s office to meet the Street 
Commissioners of the city of Boston. It is 
asserted, however, that ae Murphy will 
insist upon the encounter, should there be 
one, taking place either upon a granttold or 
a vitrified brick pavement.

southard the choice of weapons, which must 
be limited to hoes, picks and spades.

The dying century 
itself will soon pags into history, and be- 
fore the growing music of the coming cent; 
tury begins to enthrall us and lead our 
thoughts and afféctions out to the new era 
with all the high:achievement and great 
events, it will bring, it is well, perhaps, for 
atime, totake note of the past. The num- 
ber of“vreat men Who); within the last few 
years, have fallen ,asleep before their ecen- 
tury closed, inevitably sugwests the query 
whether the present numbers as many 
whose renown wil! be prolonged as surely as 
thatof many who have recently left us. 

Leaving that question to be decided as 
only it can be decided, by time, it Is interest- 
ing to note how prolific of names world- 
famous and apparently not born to die, was 
the first quarter of.the Nineteenth Contarr, 
Some of these names, it may be said, will 
owe their perpetuation to fortuitous circum- 
stances, but upon :such circumstances has 
fame always depended in the majority of in- 
stances. And in the lst of the great 
men who began Iife’ in the early years 
ofthe century some Rave as clear a title 
to lasting renown as ‘any that the century 
can show. Toselecta list of the most noted 
men and women born in the first quarter of 
the century is not aS, easy a matter as it 
might appear at first glance, so much de- 
pends upon individual preference and trajn- 
ing in such selection. But as far as possible 
the following list has been selected in ac- 
cordance with what. is belleved to be the 
claim of these names, as ascertained by gen- 
eral familiarity of the public with their 
achievements or by the particular position 
they occupied.

Of the above list Gladstone, Bismarck, Tyn- 
dalland Huxley are the most eminent among 
those who survive, and the past weex 
recorded the death of Renan and Tennyson. 
How many ‘‘immortals’’ are in the above 
list is another question. Froude, ina recent 
utterance, deciared that in literature the 
only two immortals of our age are Carlyle 
and Tennyson. But in America, at leas 
Emerson and Longfellow are equally certali 
of lasting renown—the one as a bold, orig- 
inal, optimistic thinker and poet; the other 
as America’s sweetest and best loved singer.

DEADLY POISON IN ARROWS.

Recent Investigations Go to Show That It 
Contains Marshy Earth. 


From the London Lancet. 


M. Dantec has examined and experimented 
with the arrow poison used by the natives of 
the New Hebrides. He finds thatit contains 
neither vegetable poison nor serpent virus, 
but consists of earth impregnated with vexe- 
table matter taken from marshy places and 
containing Pasteur’s vibrion septique or 
bacillus of malignant celema and also the 
bacillus of tetanus. 

If the arrows have~been kepta long time, 
or have been much exposed to the sun, the 
vibrion septique may have been destroyed. 
The danger then is from tetanus. When the

An impression seems to prevail among 
Republican politicians that the American 
people are either children or fools.

Naturally’ the English dislike the Mc- 
Kinley law because it lessens their ability 
to bay qur.exports. and very naturally in- 
telligent Americans dislike it for the very 
same reason. -But we are assured that the 
English are ‘‘our enemies’’ and that it is 
good policy to do that which the enemy 
dislikes, 

This is a barbarous idea, but it is appar- 
ently the best Mr. Harrison’s spellbinders 
have to offer in the way of patriotism.

An Addition of Great Importance to the 
Weather Bureau Eerv! oe. 


A new and most valuable series of maps is 
how in the course of preparation in the 
weather bureau at Washington. Each 
weather bureau station sends daily 
weather maps to Washington. These 
are now being compiled, and 
the predictions made on them compared 


with the actual results. The work is one in- 
volving great labor, as the reports began in 
1871, When it is complete it Is intended to get 
up a number of what may be classed as ideal 
| maps. These will show what has been the 
average result of certain meteorological con- 
ditions, and will prove of arene S benefit to the 
individual observer, who now has no deé- 
tailed and official guide in this direction, but 
is largely left to his own judgment. ‘It fs 
believed that when this system of ideal maps 
is complete, the accuracy of the Weather 
Bureau forecasts will be far greater than it 
isat present. The idea Was suggested and 
approved four or five years BRO, but until 
this year no funds were Tavailab @ for carry- 
ing it out.

Philadelphia’s Ex-Mayor Brings Suit 


Against Etitor McClure. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa, , Oct. 22.—Ex- Mayor WIil- 
liam B. Smith appeared before Magistrate 
Durham this morning and swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of Col. A. K. McClure and 
Frank McLaughlin, the editor and pub- 
lisher of the Times, on a 
charge of malicious libel. In his 
affidavit upon whichthe warrant was issued, 
the ex-Mayor charges Messrs. McClure and 
McLaugilin with publishing a ‘‘wilful, mall- 
cious and defamatory, letter in a certain pa- 
per called the J'imes. 

Half an hour after the warrant was Issted 
word was sent to the editor and publisher of 
the ex-Mayor’s maction, Col MeClure 
acted promptly in the matter and waived a 
hearing, promising to be in 
whenever the case shall 
toi trial. James 4H, Severin, 
is counsél for the defendants, appeared & few 
minutes later on pehalf of Mr. icLaughiin, 
and pursued @ course similar to that taken by 
McClure, McLaughlin, the attorney said, is 
confined to his home by llinéss, but he (Mr. 
Severin) would be responsible for his ap- 
pearance. Bail was fixed at $900, but no 
papers were signed, the defendants being 
simply held on their own recognizance. The 
alleged libel was the publishing of an artie¢le 
about the ex-\ayor leaving the city under a 
financial cloud.
